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The Vega Conspiracy 

How a Santa Ana cop, prosecutors and a judge locked up an innocent 14-year-old for two years 
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E yewitness statements can be 
notoriously unreliable, a fact 
Santa Ana Police Department 
(SAPD) detective Andy Alva¬ 
rez knew when he investigated a 2009 

attempted-murder 
case that happened 
near South Coast 
Plaza. He’d spent 
half of his then- 
14-year career as 
a California High¬ 
way Patrol officer, 
earned the rank of 
SAPD sergeant and 
served as a teacher 
at a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia police acad¬ 
emy, as well as an 
“analytical thinking” instructor for Peace 
Officer Standards and Training 
(POST) agency 

At the outset, at least, the 
vicious, attempted murder of 
three teenagers created the 
usual mystery for Alvarez: Who 
were the gun-toting assailants, 
and why had they committed 
the bloody crime? The victims— 

Brian Marin, Carlos Vega and 
Manuel Ventura—were next to a 
1992 Acura Integra when a Jeep 
loaded with what they described 
as “Hispanics” approached. A 
man wearing a red, hooded sweat 
shirt emerged from the left rear 
passenger side and demanded 
to know their gang affiliation by 
asking, “Where you from?” 

Marin told police he answered, 
“Nowhere”—never mind that court 
records suggest the answer might 
have been “Highland Street,” the name of a 
Santa Ana street gang. Whatever the truth, 
the hooded man lifted his right arm and 
began firing a weapon at the trio. Someone 
inside the Jeep yelled, “Delhi,” the name of 
a rival gang. 

The shooting left a 10-foot swath of 
blood on the residential street as the assail¬ 
ants sped away. A bullet had slammed into 
Marin’s left forearm. Ventura suffered 
gunshot wounds near his rib cage, chest, 
buttock and groin. Vega, who’d ducked, 
escaped injury. 

Two major clues landed on Alvarez’s 
desk: the Delhi declaration, plus the claims 
of two of the victims (Marin and Vega) 
that onetime Saddleback High School 
classmate Luis Francisco Vega (no relation) 
had been in the Jeep. But the identification 
was problematic. The accusers had a prior, 
hostile relationship with Vega, and the cir¬ 
cumstances of the sighting raised logistical 


issues. During a shooting that took about 
15 seconds, they claimed they’d taken their 
eyes off the approaching gunman to stare 
at Vega. And the victims gave conflicting 
stories. Marin said suspect Vega had been 
sitting in the right, rear passenger seat; 
victim Vega placed him in the right, front 
passenger seat. They couldn’t agree on the 
color or type of vehicle, either. 

The eyewitnesses were wrong about 
then-14-year-old Vega. He hadn’t been 
in the Jeep; he and his relatives said he’d 
been more than two hours away at the 
time. But Alvarez couldn’t see the truth. 
He located the boy at a relative’s house 
outside of Palm Springs, interrogated him 
and heard the kid claim innocence—even 
cry in bewilderment. Nonetheless, based 
on the eyewitnesses’ tales and claims that 
Vega was a Delhi member, Alvarez placed 


him under arrest for the attempted mur¬ 
ders, drove him back to Orange County 
and locked him inside juvenile hall. A 
judge ensured Vega would remain in cus¬ 
tody by imposing a $1 million bail. 

Seven months later, at a preliminary 
hearing conducted by Superior Court 
Judge W. Michael Hayes, the detective 
needed to keep the prosecution of Vega 
moving forward by tying the suspect to 
Delhi, the gang name shouted at the shoot¬ 
ing. But there was a problem. Police keep 
extensive files on the gang’s members and 
associates, yet none—not a single field 
identification card or warning notice or 
incident report—tied Vega to Delhi. 

In the war on gang crime, California 
legislators and judges have given cops wide 
latitude to opine in court without requir¬ 
ing meaningful supportive evidence. For 
example, Steven Schriver, Vega’s prosecu¬ 
tor, asked Alvarez at the hearing if the 


defendant had been a member of Delhi on 
the date of the shooting. He said yes, but 
consider the emptiness of his reasoning. 

Asked to justify his conclusion, the 
detective first said police in the Northern 
California city of Dixon had an old report 
that Vega might have had a gun at school, 
but the story turned out to be baseless. 

What else tied Vega to Delhi? 

Schriver asked. 

Dixon police had documented Vega’s 
“unruly type of behavior that is common 
[among] people pursuing the gang life¬ 
style,” Alvarez said. 

That point didn’t make him Delhi either. 
What else? 

Using circular logic, the detective then 
said the fact that the shooting happened on 
turf claimed by a rival gang, the Alley Boys, 
meant Vega was in Delhi. 


Hong Nguyen, Vega’s defense law¬ 
yer, objected, but the judge, who was 
impressed by the cop’s reasoning, urged 
him to continue. The detective explained 
Vega—who had at one point lived in 
Santa Ana with his father—must be a 
member of Delhi because he knew the 
gang existed and “that Delhi and Alley 
Boys didn’t get along.” 

Sounds like a leap in logic, but not to 
this cop. “That was quite a bit of infor¬ 
mation for him to know about these two 
gangs,” he explained. 

Nguyen made another objection, call¬ 
ing the testimony speculation without 
foundation. Hayes overruled her, and 
Alvarez turned clairvoyant for his last 
offer of proof. 

“[Vega] was,” the detective guessed, 
“more familiar to the on-goings of Delhi 
than he was letting on.” 

A satisfied Hayes, a former Anaheim 


reserve cop, declared the case worthy 
to proceed. 

The screwing over of Vega continued. 
Less than two weeks later, Orange County 
Jail informant Juan Calderon didn’t just 
tell SAPD gang cops David Rondou and 
Charles Flynn, as well as prosecutor Mark 
Geller, that 17-year-old Alvaro Sanchez 
participated in the shooting, but he also 
declared Vega innocent in a detailed state¬ 
ment. Authorities kept the exculpatory 
information to themselves and ultimately 
gave Sanchez a sweetheart, 16-year prison 
deal—instead of life—to keep the informant 
records secret. 

Then, on Jan. 5,2010, Mexican Mafia 
member Oscar Moriel, one of the most 
prolific jail informants in county history, 
sent a note to the cops after he’d talked to 
Sanchez (a.k.a. Pave): “Pave tells me that 
his co-defendant that got 
busted for this shooting 
wasn’t even there and that 
he doesn’t even really like 
the guy because he’s a pan 
[pussy] and isn’t down for 
the neighborhood. And 
Pave tells me that it’s kind 
of fucked up because [Vega] 
gets popped for this case 
while the three other people 
who were actually there 
[are] still out there.” 

Incredibly, law-enforce¬ 
ment officials hid that evi¬ 
dence, too. 

Questioned during this 
year’s special evidentiary 
hearings by Judge Thomas 
M. Goethals, Schriver told 
Assistant Public Defender 
Scott Sanders he couldn’t 
remember the details of when he learned 
of the informants’ work because he lost 
the case file. He also argued that it was, in 
his mind, more vital to protect the identi¬ 
ties of jailhouse informants than reveal 
exculpatory evidence. Sanders says the 
Vega case underscores the “deceptive 
and dishonorable” refusal of prosecution 
teams to turn over informant evidence that 
helps defendants prove their innocence. 
For their part, prosecutors insist mistakes 
weren’t malicious. 

But 13 months after the Calderon revela¬ 
tion, 11 months after Moriel’s bombshell 
note and with Nguyen asking questions 
about possible hidden evidence, Schriver 
quietly dismissed the charges against Vega. 
The kid—who’d spent his 15th and 16th 
birthdays incarcerated—had been wrongly 
locked up for more than 640 days. He 
received no apologies.

(JU 


N o one gave Maxwell Chorale a second thought as he got off at one of the bus stops 
near UC Irvine and walked across campus on June 10,2014. He resembled a dishev¬ 
eled grad student checking in for an evening of studying, blending neatly with the 
thin crowds that walked on a near-lifeless Ring Road. The footpath, normally lined 
with students selling $2 boba and spam musubi, was nearly abandoned that day as students 
prepared for their finals. 

Chorak headed for Social Science Plaza, a collection of five-story buildings all Anteaters 
must pass through at some point in their academic career. They stand in an uneven, irregular 
courtyard, with a fountain thaf s always turned off nowadays in an effort to save water. The 
25-year-old climbed one of the plaza’s exterior stairwells, a spiral of steps coiling its way 
up to the top; multiple warning signs are bolted to the stone walls at each landing. “We can 
help,” the signs read in a relaxed, sans-serif font, and feature the number for the National 
Suicide Prevention Lifeline.

Everything about the scene, from the 
signs’ typography and rounded edges to 
the stairwell’s cream-white tone, seemed 
designed to calm anyone. From his van¬ 
tage point, Chorak saw a courtyard next to 
Social Science Plaza emptier than usual. It 
was the last week of classes for that school 
year, and students were either in lectures 
or taking tests. 

It was warm and quiet as Chorak 
reached one of the higher tiers of the 
stairwell and leaped. There was no final 
scream, no note left behind. 

Students saw Chorak as he fell and 
immediately called 911. UCI’s campus 
police arrived moments later, declaring 
him dead at the scene. Already primed for 
tragedy after a late-May shooting rampage 
at UC Santa Barbara, school administra¬ 
tors quickly closed off the area, drawing 
a far-reaching perimeter to keep students 
away from the tarp covering Chorak’s 
body. Counseling was made available on 
the scene for anyone who needed it. 

After some investigation—who was he, 
could he have been pushed, why was he 
even at the university—the Orange County 
coroner removed Chorak’s body. The fol¬ 
lowing day, UCI issued a statement that 
he wasn’t affiliated with the university 
and no one knew why he was even there. 

But, under the plainest understand¬ 
ing of the word affiliated, that statement 
was not true. Chorak had been released 
roughly three hours before he died from 
the UCI Medical Center in Orange. He 
had been held there for 11 days to undergo 
examination under California’s Lanter- 
man-Petris-Short Act, a set of laws that 
did away with state mental institutions 
in the 1960s but allows for individuals to 
be held against their will for treatment if 
they’re a danger to themselves or others. 

Physicians gave Chorak a bus voucher 
upon his release; he left the hospital only 
with the clothes on his back. He had actu¬ 
ally spent much time on campus, and he 
knew exactly where to jump: Social Sci¬ 
ence Plaza, the place that distraught UCI 
students and visitors have turned into a 
macabre monument. 

I f Irvine is the epitome of master- 
planned suburbia, where studied 
appearance speaks of a forced tran¬ 
quility, then UCI is its apotheosis. 
The campus is famously symmetrical, a col¬ 
lection of concentric circles rounding the 
campus’ central park, a green space con¬ 
strained by a perfectly circular foot- and 
bike-path that sends students off into six 
academic quads evenly spaced around the 
circle. Beyond the lower quads that make 
up the university’s oldest buildings, there is 
another, more obvious ring: Ring Road, the 
university’s main thoroughfare and where 
the majority of student activity occurs. This 
layout is almost human in design: a central 
spine branches off into each of the schools, 
the facilities arranged with its nerves radi¬ 
ating out toward the rest of the world. 


It’s the sort of design William Pereira, 
UCI’s architect and one of the city of 
Irvine’s original planners, loved. While 
the popular story is that the school was 
designed to quash any possible student 
dissent through its lack of a central meet¬ 
ing place and its placement on rolling 
hills that block vision and tire marchers, 
the campus is actually a perfect example 
of how Pereira envisioned a college set¬ 
ting—geographically symmetrical and 
balanced, a symbol of the equal coopera¬ 
tion between the different spokes of the 
university. Peace through design. 

Pereira envisioned the university as a 
sort of tiered urban village sans student 
housing. The original buildings were 
constructed in the late ’60s and early 
’70s, as designed by his firm, and adhered 
closely to the master plan on which he 
and the University of California regents 
had decided. They can be easily identi¬ 
fied by their sterile-looking, rippled 


cement outcroppings that shade long 
rows of smaller windows. 

But Social Science Plaza stands con¬ 
trary to Pereira’s initial intent. It’s awk¬ 
wardly placed on the outer perimeter of 
Ring Road, shifted slightly counterclock¬ 
wise from where it should be to keep 
the campus symmetrical, with a parking 
structure a short two-minute walk away 
that was thrown in as an afterthought; col¬ 
lectively, the area is known as the Social 
Sciences. The buildings are flanked by the 
Middle Earth dormitories (the only group 
of housing units to sit near the center of 
the campus), the Social Ecology buildings 
and the university’s main plaza. The sur¬ 
rounding area—full of trees, buildings and 
trailers masquerading as classrooms—is 
noticeably more claustrophobic than the 
other parts of campus, where the quads 
are airier and brighter. 

Built in the mid-1990s, the Social Sci¬ 
ence Plaza stands as a symbol of Pereira’s 


paradise lost. The architecture is anach¬ 
ronistic, matching neither the brutalistic, 
Planet of the Apes -immortalized mod¬ 
ernist future-chic of the Pereira era or 
the sharp, clean edges and gargantuan 
windows of more recent additions, built 
in the New Urbanist tradition. Compared 
to those two styles, Social Science Plaza is 
plain, made up of simple straight lines and 
gradual curves. From afar, the exterior 
walls blur together, a solid mass of stone 
and masonry, but up close, students can 
see the cinderblock-sized chunks of stone 
that make up the buildings’ facades. Their 
primary identifiable features are support 
columns, off-white extremities reaching 
from the second floor of each building 
into the concrete of their foundations. On 
the inside, the buildings are some of the 
most cramped on campus, with narrow, 
straight hallways lined with countless 
doors into offices or conference rooms. In

several of them, you can touch both walls 
at the same time. 

To be blunt, Social Science Plaza is ugly. 
It’s almost preordained that these build¬ 
ings have recently attracted the worst kind 
of attention, as UCI’s preferred site to 
commit suicide. Of the five on-campus sui¬ 
cides in the past decade, four took place at 
Social Science Plaza or the adjacent park¬ 
ing structure. And it hasn’t been just stu¬ 
dents; out-of-towners and patients from 
the school’s psychiatry department are 
also drawn to the area for reasons known 
only to them. 

T he first suicide to occur in the 
Social Science Plaza was in 
March 2007, a little more than 
a decade after the buildings 
opened. Just after midnight, a senior in 
good academic standing—whose name 
school officials have never released—was 
found in the stairwell of a building with a 
gunshot wound to his head. Investigators 
determined it was a suicide, and despite 
the student’s dramatic end, the campus 
stayed quiet. No public memorials were 
planned; New University, the school’s 
newspaper, never published an article on 
the matter. 

Students at the time barely even 
remember it happening. “You figure it 
would have been a big deal, but I don’t 
remember any vigils or anything like 
that,” says Ben Ritter, who was editor in 
chief of the New University when that 
suicide occurred. 

It wasn’t until four weeks later that the 
dead student finally warranted a media 
mention—first in the Orange County 
Register as a lead-in to an article about 
student mental health, then in an op-ed 
in the campus newspaper on the same 
subject. The suicide’s last mention hap¬ 


pened nearly a month later, in a letter to 
the New U editor. “Why have the murders 
of 31 and the suicide of another on a cam¬ 
pus in Virginia warranted a campus-wide 
message and vigil, while the March 30 
suicide death by gunshot in a social sci¬ 
ences stairwell of a member of UCI’s own 
student body goes unmentioned,” wrote 
doctoral candidate Brook Haley. “We 
were called upon to cope openly with the 
Virginia [Tech] tragedy; is there no need 
to cope with the death of a fourth-year 
undergraduate who must have had human 
connections here—roommates, classmates, 
professors and friends? Or did the distance 
and sensationalism that marked the Vir¬ 
ginia events call more for a public response 
than a largely unnoticed nighttime end to a 
UCI student’s life in a quiet stairwell?” 

The second death at the plaza took 
place nearly five years later, shortly after 
midnight on Jan. 22,2012. While it gar¬ 
nered a wider reaction in Orange County, 
on campus, it was more of the same 
silence. That night, UCI students found 
18-year-old UC San Diego freshman Andy 
Chau on the ground next to the Social 
Science parking structure. The Santa Ana 
native had attended a wrestling meet ear¬ 
lier that weekend and stayed to visit with 
a pal. 

Friends released a memorial video 
shortly after Chau’s death. Angry Asian 
Man, one of the most popular and influ¬ 
ential Asian American blogs, as well as 
several San Diego publications, wrote 
about the incident. Those who knew Chau 
and outside observers were surprised to 
the point that early in the investigation, 
rumors swirled that the student hadn’t 
jumped, that he instead fell off the roof of 
the structure during an impromptu wres¬ 
tling match. 

On campus, the reaction was muted. A 
small shrine was erected, but after Chau 
was buried at the Peek Funeral Home in 
Westminster a week later, it faded away. A 
police investigation found no foul play. 


































A year later, another death took place at 
the parking structure—but this time, the 
campus reaction was different. Christien 
Rodriguez was well-known and -liked on 
campus. The 22-year-old spent his time 
founding a transgender support group, 
working as part of the Irvine Queers, 
speaking on behalf of the LGBT Resource 
Center’s Speakers Bureau, and serving as 
a resident assistant in the dorms. 

In the early evening of March 8,2013, 
Rodriguez jumped from the top story 
of the Social Science parking structure. 
Multiple people saw him fall and imme¬ 
diately called the police. They lingered on 
the scene to give their statements to law 
enforcement, who cordoned off the area. 

“There was a mix of both [people who 
saw him fall and people who were curi¬ 
ous],” says Jessica Pratt, a former editor in 
chief of the New U. “The people who saw 
what happened were visibly shaken and 
concerned about what happened.” 

Unlike the first two suicides, Rodri¬ 
guez’s death threw the campus into shock, 
prompting an outpouring of emotion. 
Students painted a section of the parking 
structure in rainbow colors in his memory, 
though a custodian scraped the paint 
away hours later. An emergency fund was 
created in his honor to provide relief for 
LGBT individuals who found themselves 
in financial crisis, since Rodriguez had to 
leave school six months before graduating 
because of rising fees. 

Three campus groups banded together 
to host a memorial a week after his death. 
Dozens of mourners attended, includ¬ 
ing residents of his dorm, fellow activ¬ 
ists, friends, professors, people he had 
just barely met and Rodriguez’s mother. 
Mourners, many in tears, watched videos 
of him speaking and performing poetry. 
They told stories and wrote notes as they 
listened to music from his iPod—and then 
those flowers and candles faded away. 

T he spectre of suicide has hung 
over UCI from the beginning. 
In 1959, Myford Irvine was 
found dead with what the 
coroner deemed were three self-inflicted 
gunshot wounds. The heir to the Irvine 
Ranch was ready to transform tens of 
thousands of acres into modern-day 
Orange County. With Myford’s passing, 
his niece, Joan Irvine Smith, became 
the family’s main voice on the Irvine Co. 
board of directors. The following year, at 
her urging, the board donated 1,000 acres 
to the state of California to build what 
would become UCI. 

Students past and present process each 
death in their own way. Gallows humor 
is one method; on Twitter this past sum¬ 
mer, a student wrote, “So either I stay at 
UCR and get kidnapped or go to UCI and 
commit suicide? what is life LOL.” Alter¬ 
nate histories about campus landmarks is 
another; a plaque at Aldrich Park marks a 
central bell tower called the Centrum that 
Pereira wanted to be visible for miles. But 
Pereira scrapped it, citing a lack of fund¬ 
ing and flooding issues during construc¬ 
tion. That was just a cover, goes another 


version, for the real reason: professors 
worried that students would continually 
fling themselves off it. 

Earlier generations created urban leg¬ 
ends of Anteaters who met tragic ends 
still get passed down. The most popular 
claims that in the 1970s, a ballet dancer 
killed herself in her dorm room in Mesa 
Court’s Prado building due to the pressure 
she felt from an upcoming audition. Stu¬ 
dents swear she hung herself from a fan, 
that the fan’s spinning made her silhou¬ 
ette pirouette in the window—never mind 
that there is no mention of such a death in 
newspaper archives. 

Another story takes place off campus. 
Drive along the stretch of Campus Drive 
that stretches through the wilderness 


preserve on a foggy day, and you may 
meet the ghost of a woman who was 
struck by a car while jogging. If you’re 
driving alone, she may appear in your 
back seat as you glance in your rear-view 
mirror. Or, as other stories go, you might 
meet her searching for her dead children 
on the side of the road. No one can really 
get the story straight, but this particu¬ 
lar urban legend is a staple of the genre 
documented by folklorist Jan Harold 
Brunvand as far back as his 1981 book, The 
Vanishing Hitchhiker. 

Despite its gruesome recent history, 
the Social Science Plaza has yet to make 
it into the canon of UCI folk tales. The 
modern deaths there nevertheless haunt 
UCI, which tries to move on as quickly as 


possible after each incident; after Chorak’s 
death, there wasn’t so much as a flower 
placed or a votive candle lit in his memory. 
No marker for any of the departed stands, 
nor is there any plan to erect one. Asked 
to comment on Social Science Plaza’s 
proclivity for tragedy and whether the 
university ever thinks of commemorating 
the deceased, UCI senior director of media 
relations and publications Cathy Lawhon 
wrote in an email, “Speculation on these 
tragedies serves no constructive purpose.” 

The school’s administration instead 
focuses on the living. While counseling 
services are stressed at the campus, stu¬ 
dents who need immediate help can get it; 
after this chain of suicides, the university

has made additional efforts to curb any 
risk. For its students, administrators are 
hopeful such services can be expanded 
soon and more mental-health profession¬ 
als hired as adequate space is found. The 
university’s tallest buildings now have 
signs posted next to exterior entrances 
with counseling numbers. After Rodri¬ 
guez jumped to his death, UCI installed 
suicide bars on the top floor of the Social 
Science parking structure. Most of the 
windows on the lower floors have screens 
attached, preventing anyone from climb¬ 
ing through. 

But other factors almost guarantee 
Social Science Plaza will continue to 
attract an undue amount of wayward 
souls. UCI’s largest school by far is Social 
Sciences, with more than 5,000 stu¬ 
dents as of 2014. To receive a bachelor’s 
degree from the university, each student 
must take social and behavioral science 
courses, many of which are taught in the 
buildings. Even if students avoid those 
courses, the plaza is home to one of the 
campus’ larger lecture halls, where intro¬ 
ductory classes of nearly every subject 
have been taught. The Social Science 
Parking Structure is also one of the most 
visible buildings on a campus with no real 
visible centerpiece. Lacking a towering 
central symbol akin to Berkeley’s Sather 
Tower or the University of Texas Tower’s 


Observation Deck, the parking structure 
is visible from the University Town Cen¬ 
ter across the street and near the closest 
thing to a cultural campus center, the 
flagpole entrance plaza. 

As for Chorak, who was never a UCI 
student, we may never know his attrac¬ 
tion to the plaza. He arrived at the 
campus, after more than a week on a 
maximum dosage of Haldol, a medica¬ 


tion whose side effects include suicidal 
thoughts and which likely wreaked havoc 
on Chorak’s mind. 

Whether he was completely lucid or in 
a drug-addled stupor will remain a mys¬ 
tery, but we do know one thing: Chorak’s 
family says he had once visited the very 
building where he ended his life, taken 
there by a person he knew. He had a prior 
history of suicide attempts, both from 


overdose and from attempted jumps from 
iconic landmarks—he once threatened to 
jump off the Bay Bridge. When Chorak 
and his companion wandered around 
Social Science Plaza, the companion said 
something strange, almost a dare: If either 
of them were to ever commit suicide, 
that’s where they would do it. 

And then one of them did.

America’s ‘Next Big Thing’ 

Eqeko shows us that Peruvian food is here to stay

D oesn’t it seem as if food pun¬ 
dits have touted Peruvian 
food as “The Next Big Thing” 
for more than a decade? Back 
in 2011, The Wall Street Journal cited as 
proof the Zagat Survey listing four times 
more Peruvian joints than it did 10 years 
prior. And then there’s ceviche, it says, 
which is showing up everywhere, even at 
Le Bernardin. For more evidence, it men¬ 
tioned that LA went nuts over Ricardo 
Zarate’s excellent Mo-Chica in 2009, 
which is true. 

But ask anyone who has been eating 
the polio a la brasa at the original El 
Polio Inka in Lawndale or gorging on tal- 
larin at Inka Grill or Inka Mama locally, 
and they’ll tell you that Peruvian food’s 
been here long before Zarate made it 
trendy. Still, decreeing it “The Next Big 
Thing” seems a bit ethnocentric, if not a 
little flippant about a cuisine millennia in 
the making. Peruvian food is a complex, 
multifaceted melange of flavors, ingre¬ 
dients and traditions cultivated by its 
indigenous Quechua culture and influ¬ 
enced by the influx of Chinese, Japanese, 
Spanish and African immigrants over the 
past 500 years. 

And if America ever embraces a Peru¬ 
vian dish as it does pizza, it won’t be 
because it appeared on Eric Ripert’s sil¬ 
ver platter. It will be because it’s cooked 
by locals for locals in a moderately priced 
neighborhood joint, such as Eqeko, the 
new restaurant by the owners of Tootsie 
Ice Cream, tucked inside a modest brick 
building in downtown Santa Ana. And, 
yes, the first thing on the menu here is 
ceviche. Why wouldn’t it be? It’s real 
Peruvian ceviche, served with crunchy 
fried corn kernels of cancha and its origi¬ 
nal form called choclo, which are as large 
as Baba Booey’s teeth. 

Most important, the fish in the dish 
is flawless, luminous, piled into an ivory 
mountain after being firmed up by a 
sluicing of lime juice. And when you 
bite into a cube, you discover it still has 
texture—it springs back at you before 
it melts into nothing. Each subsequent 
forkful is dragged through the electrified 
orange liquid flavored by aji rocoto, one 
of Peru’s native peppers. And when your 
tongue begins to tingle from the hotness 
and your lips start to pucker from the 
acidity, you calm it all down with chunks 
of camote, boiled sweet potato. 

This base model of ceviche is Eqeko’s 
most thrilling, but you can also opt for 
the cebiche mixto, which adds shrimp 
and squid, all of it lashed by that bracing 
marinade, a concoction the Peruvians 
drink as though it were soda. If you’re up 


for trying the Japanese-influenced ver¬ 
sion, Eqeko also makes an excellent tira- 
dito, thin slices of seasonal fish laid out 
on a plate and drizzled with lime juice 
and aji amarillo, then sprinkled with 
minced red onions, scallions and more 
choclo. Or get the choritos a la chalaca, 
green mussels topped with a diced red- 
onion salsa and more lime. 

Then move on to the other dishes 
Eqeko offers, served in tapas-sized 
portions and priced $6 to $8 per dish. 
The most expensive is the $9 arroz con 
mariscos a la Nortena, which looks as if 
it were seasoned with pesto, but is actu¬ 
ally greenish because of cilantro. It’s the 
closest thing you get to a full-sized meal 
here; everything else is made for passing 
around the table. 

The empanadas, served three to an 
order, are tenderly baked pastry cres¬ 
cents aromatic with ground beef and 
cumin and come with a side of a runny 
aji amarillo dipping sauce they don’t 
actually need. The tamalitos de seco, a 
traditional Peruvian tamale stuffed with 
cilantro-stewed beef, arrives with its 
cilantro pot liquid poured over the entire 
dish as though it were a wet burrito. 

Eqeko also makes one of the better 
aji de gallinas I’ve had in a while—not 


drowned with the usual yellow bread- 
milk-walnut sauce, but just lightly tossed 
in it. If you’re lucky, the special will be 
carapulcra, a stew cooked with pork and 
dehydrated potatoes and plated with two 
perfectly fried logs of yucca. 

And, of course, there are potatoes. 
When the few pieces of boiled spuds are 
draped in a jade-hued sauce made from 
huacatay, it’s called the ocopa. If they’re 
in a cheesy yellow sauce, that’s the papa 
a la Huancaina. Both are great. But the 
greatest potato dish of all is the causa, 
a sculpted terrine of tuna salad sand¬ 
wiched between chilled mashed potatoes 
seasoned with aji amarillo. 

Eqeko also serves quinoa, the best 
argument against calling the cuisine 
trendy since it’s been a staple of the 
Andean diet at least a thousand years 
before Jesus lived. So perhaps rather 
than calling Peruvian food the “Next Big 
Thing,” we should just say, “What took 
us so long?”

C an you name the original tenants of the 
Blockthat still stand at the Outlets at 
Orange? There's the AMC 30, of course, and 
the Vans Skate Park—and Tilly's was one, 
too, no? But the most surprising standbys 
are restaurants, somehow able to make a 
go of it for the past 16 years in an industry 
that famously, supposedly sees 90 percent 
of eateries close within a decade. Dave and 
Buster's remains, as do El Torito, TGI Fridays, 
Cafe Tu Tu Tango (with a menu that seem¬ 
ingly hasn't changed since the late 1990s), 
Johnny Rockets and the Rocky Mountain 
Chocolate Factory—the latter being the most 
impressive, given I've never met anyone who 
has stopped there. 

Scratch that: A far more impressive 
longevity story is Twin Dragon. It lives and 
dies by office drones and juvenile-hall work¬ 
ers needing a hefty combo plate of Chinese 
American food to power them through the 
drab day. I'd usually eat here before catching 
a matinee at the AMC 30—but that's when 
I was at Chapman University, back when 
I could take a date to the Block and seem 
hip. I hadn't bothered with it since around 
2003, but I always marveled at its survival, at 
the crowds, at the impressive neon dragon 
outside the restaurant that seems perpetu¬ 
ally on attack. But Twin Dragon didn't need 
me; its success spawned satellite operations 
in La Habra and Fullerton, also in shopping 
plazas far from any actual Chinese. 

Then an amazing thing happened in the 
past couple of years: Twin Dragon became 
a place to visit. Atthe Block, a secret menu 
emerged featuring Taiwanese favorites— 
noodle soups, savory pancakes, even 
pickled vegetables called suancai that make 
kimchi seem as flavorful as rice paper—to 
lure Chinese and Japanese tourists lost on 
their way to Disneyland. The menus atthe 
other two expanded to feature bowls, signal¬ 
ing an understanding of its evolved audi¬ 
ence. Fish even started to pop up—a rarity 
in Chinese American spots, but spiced and 
sluiced enough for anyone from the Middle 
Kingdom or Midway City to enjoy.

Confit and caramelized pork belly at Marche Moderne 


N o doubt, pork belly and 

Brussels sprouts will be on 
many critics’ lists of “Tired 
Restaurant Trends 2014.” 
It’s understandable. Little did we know 
during the bacon craze of 2011 that 
we’d need bigger, thicker pieces of pork 
to satisfy our cravings. Nor did we real¬ 
ize when we discovered our love for 
sprouts that we’d eventually move on 
to shishito peppers out of sheer Brus¬ 
sels boredom. 

Sometimes, it takes seemingly passe 
flavors to remind us that “classic” com¬ 
binations are classic for a reason—as 
with the simple, albeit perfectly exe¬ 
cuted confit and caramelized pork belly 
at Marche Moderne in South Coast 
Plaza. It comes off as if it’s the fanciest 
ham dinner this side of a Newport coun¬ 
try club, served on a layer of broiled 
pineapple strips. The glossy, mahogany 
hunk of belly is firm enough to stand up 
to a fork, though it shreds easily under 
the ornate serrated knife you’re given 
to slice it with. The sprouts are pulled 
apart, each leaf touched with enough 
char and salt to provide an addictive, 
crispy complement to the fatty meat. A 
pineapple compote tops the slab, and a 
drizzle of Blis maple syrup around the 
plate creates a sugary sauce to swoop 
each bite through.

Pynchonland 

Paul Thomas Anderson gets wiggy with Inherent Vice

P aul Thomas Anderson was 
making serious movies long 
before he started making “seri¬ 
ous” movies, ponderous works 
of certified art such as There Will Be Blood 
and The Master. His earliest pictures, 
including Hurd Eight and Boogie Nights, 
even the later Magnolia, were wily, imper¬ 
fect, vibrating with life as though yeast 
springing to action in warm water. They 
were serious without advertising their 
sincerity, and their raggedy, stringy edges 
were proof of Anderson’s dedication to 
craftsmanship rather than evidence of a 
lack of it: You could see he cared about 
beauty and structure and precision, but the 
vitality of his characters came first, elbow¬ 
ing all else out of the way if necessary. 

But in his previous two pictures, Ander¬ 
son has shown a preoccupation with 
bigger-than-life, flawed men and epic 
themes that can best be summed up by 
commodious white-elephant-art thesis 
sentences such as “Mankind! What price 
hubris?” Maybe that’s why Anderson’s lat¬ 
est, a faithfully woolly brained adaptation 
of Thomas Pynchon’s West Coast detec¬ 
tive novel Inherent Vice, is such a huge 
relief, as if a giant gas bubble had finally, 
with great effort, reached the surface of 
the pond with a cathartic blurp. 

Inherent Vice is in some ways a godaw¬ 


ful mess, indulgent in a way a less- 
respected director would never be able 
to get away with. And it’s two and a half 
hours long not because it needs to be, 
but because it can be. (Pynchon’s novel is 
relatively slender.) But there’s some zip to 
it, and Anderson appears to be reconnect¬ 
ing with the pleasure of directing a large 
ensemble of actors: Some of them come 
and go in the plot as if casual visitors, 
kicking their shoes off for a moment, then 
disappearing for long stretches. Inherent 
Vice is just that kind of movie: an open 
house for all sorts of weirdos and misfits 
and gloriously off-kilter savants, the sort 
of thing Anderson pulls off best. 

This adaptation is in some ways an 
improvement on the book: Pynchon’s 
prose is highly entertaining, but his fre¬ 
netic pileup of imagery can also make 
you feel as if you’re in the company of 
a strung-out squirrel gathering nuts for 
the coming apocalypse—or at least just 
the winter. Anderson captures the wired 
syncopation of Pynchon’s dialogue, but 
he opens it out, giving it air and space. 
(Come to think of it, that’s probably how 
you end up with a two-and-a-half-hour 
movie.) Most of all, he had a great deal of 
fun with the casting: Joaquin Phoenix is 
Pynchon’s half-canny, half-stoned-out-of- 
his-gourd private detective Doc Sportello, 


a scruffy romantic who’s still in thrall to 
ex-girlfriend Shasta Fay Hepworth (Kath¬ 
erine Waterston), the kind of clean-cut 
hippie chick just about anybody would 
be in love with in 1970 Los Angeles. (The 
story takes place in a fictional surfers’ 
Shangri-La known as Gordita Beach, a 
Manhattan Beach stand-in.) Shasta shows 
up out of nowhere, desperate for a favor; 
Doc obliges, setting off on a noodly trek 
that, after a brief and ill-advised stop-in at 
Chick Planet Massage, leads him into the 
custody of his nemesis, Josh Brolin’s Big- 
foot, a dim-witted cop and wannabe actor. 

The pleasures of Inherent Vice lie 
chiefly in wondering who’s going to 
show up next and how: Benicio Del Toro 
shambles onto the scene as a sleepy-eyed, 
dissolute lawyer with the superbly Pyn- 
chonesque name Sauncho Smilax. Jena 
Malone is fragile and touching as a recov¬ 
ering dope addict who’s hoping Doc can 
find her husband, confused idealist and 
beach-bum saxophonist Coy Harlingen— 
and since there is no one better suited to 
play a confused idealist and beach-bum 
saxophonist than Owen Wilson, Ander¬ 
son, astutely, got him. 

The plot takes a thousand and one 
hairpin turns, leaving a thousand and one 
hairpins behind. By the end of it, you’re 
not quite sure what happened. But as it’s

happening, at least you’ve got Phoenix, in 
an assortment of rumpled denim shirts 
and stripy pants, sporting In-A-Gadda- 
Da-Vida sideburns that stretch across 
his wan cheeks like furry scimitars. He’s 
an enjoyable caricature of a caricature, a 
spacey, paranoid genius who peers out at 
the world and stumbles through it, a boho 
Mr. Magoo. 

Inherent Vice isn’t the towering master¬ 
piece that those who admired There Will 
Be Blood and The Master were probably 
hoping for, and thank God for that. It’s 
loose and free, as if a sketchbook, though 
there’s also something somber and wistful 
about it—it feels like less of a psychedelic 
scramble than the novel it’s based on. Shot 
by Anderson regular Robert Elswit, it 
has a gorgeously hazy, neon-lit glow. And 
though it’s characteristically Andersonian 
in its attention to detail, it also shows, 
once again, what he can do with actors 
when he’s not treating them as grand 
symbols of humanity. Losers, dreamers, 
arrogant meatheads who still have soul, 
none of them bearing placards to indicate 
what major themes of literature or art or 
existence they stand for: These are Ander¬ 
son’s people, and in Inherent Vice, they 
swarm around him, marching him back in 
the direction of termite art.

EXODUS: GODS AND KINGS Flip open 
your Bibles to Numbers 12:3 to find the 
first inaccuracy in Ridley Scott's Exodus: 
Gods and Kings. "Now the man Moses 
was very meek, above all the men which 
were upon the face of the earth," sayeth 
the Good Book of our hero, played by 
Christian Bale, an actor of hauteur even 
when saddled with a combover and pot¬ 
belly. Bale's Moses is a sword-slashing 
general who strides around ancient Egypt 
like he owns the place, which, as the 
adopted son of the Pharaoh, he does, 
at first. This guy is fated to lead a slave 
uprising? The only way Bale's Moses 
could be the humblest man alive is if 
the rest of the planet were killed. The 
pleasures in Exodus are tactile: the heavy 
turquoise bridles worn by the villainous 
Ramses II (Joel Edgerton), the matching 
blue-and-white headdresses of his sol¬ 
diers as they dominate the Hebrew slave 
quarters like cotton stormtroopers, the 
zebra and tiger skins he uses as carpet, 
and the unearthly pink crab he munches 
on for dinner. We can hear the luxury: 

Even in chaotic battle scenes, you can 
discern every individual clink of the scaly 
gold armor. But Scott, either from fear or 
distraction, has no take on what this story 
might mean. A budget this big ensures 
he's gotta sell tickets to Bible-thumpers 
and spectacle-loving heathens alike. Yet 
he can't decide if making rivers run with 
blood is heroic or horrific—you sense 
he'd rather make Gladiator II: Attack of 
the Frogs. Thanks to a distracting father 
versus son versus favored adopted son 
plotline, he essentially has. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

THE HOBBIT: THE BATTLE OF THE 
FIVE ARMIES Reviewing any chunk 
of Peter Jackson's Tolkien-flavored 
fantasy-combat-simulation project is like 
reviewing some holiday party or a possibly 
obligatory family get-together. You know 
whether you're going, you know who 
you'll see there, and you know that you'll 
either grit through it and be glad when 
it's over, or you'll lose yourself in it and 
miss the ritual when it's gone. Either way, 
consider this: Once the final version of 
The Battle of the Five Armies hits Blu-ray, 
Jackson's full series will take almost a full 
day of your life to get through. And yet, 
even here, at the end of all things Middle- 
earth, the filmmaking and world-crafting 
and orc-decapitations are still brash and 
vigorous, still lavish, rousing, grating, wea¬ 
rying, and hilarious, both intentionally and 
un-. When ore and dwarf spill through fog 
onto a silvery frozen lake, and then in that 
roller-rink moonscape gorgeousness keep 
their grudge match going both above and 
under the ice, you may carp that it's all 
just too much. But it's hard not to marvel 
at just how much too-much Jackson has 
whipped up—and how much of it was 
inspired. The film builds to a series of boss 
battles against scarred and gum-fleshed 
ore chiefs Tolkien didn't even bother 
putting in the book. They're individually 
spectacular, staged with the full Jackson 
invention and brio—he's as good at this 
stuff as anyone in the history of movies. 
But they just keep coming, like frozen 
yogurt from a self-serve spigot a kid didn't 
bother turning off, more and more in a 
relentless gush. The Hobbit is less a trilogy 
than it is a heaping mound of sugary goo.

SIX DANCE LESSONS IN SIX WEEKS 

Michael Minetti (Cheyenne Jackson) is 
tall, beautiful, bitter and ripped. A former 
Broadway dancer, he now teaches 
ballroom dances to old women in their 
living rooms, which is a good reason to be 
bitter. But Michael claims his prickliness 
is self-defense, as a gay man, against 
the judgment of his newest student, Lily 
(Gena Rowlands). Lily's husband was a 
priest from South Carolina, and Michael, 
angry at being back in Florida, where he 
grew up, imagines him to be a bigot. Soon 
after arriving at Lily's apartment, Michael 
picks a fight and Lily asks him to leave. 
This exhausting, childish pattern will be 
repeated for each of the six dance les¬ 
sons referenced in the title of the film, Six 
Dance Lessons in Six Weeks. Rowlands is 
an interesting, engaging actor, but she's 
constrained by Richard Alfieri's flat script 
and Jackson's manic, dogged affect. The 
one exception, when Michael takes Lily 
out to a real dance on the town, is the 
film's high point. Surrounded by talented 
duos gliding across the dance floor, Lily 
and Michael are rare and happy in a way 
that hints at the implicit but never quite 
harnessed passion for movement that is 
the movie's premise and promise. For a 
film whose central motif is dance, there's 
remarkably little dancing onscreen, and 
though Rowland and her co-star share 
moments of tender, revealing conversa¬ 
tion, the movie is ultimately underwhelm¬ 
ing, its emotional range as limited as 
that of its characters. (Not rated) Diana 
Clarke.

TOP FIVE Chris Rock couldn't have planned 
it this way, but his exuberant and won¬ 
drous comedy Top Five, opening at just 
the right time, is like an airdrop of candy 


over a country shaken by Ferguson and 
the Eric Garner grand jury decision. That's 
not to say Rock glosses over serious 
issues, or, for that matter, that he hits 
them hard. But somehow Top Five has its 
finger on the pulse of right now, not just 
in terms of race in America—but in terms 
of how we're all trying to do the best we 
can, with no jobs, a buttload of creeps in 
Congress, and dashed hopes of anything 
coming close to equality or fairness. The 
story of a hugely successful comedian 
and actor—played by Rock himself—who 
turns away from comedy because he 
just doesn't "feel funny anymore," Top 
Five reminds us that as often as comedy 
fails, sometimes it's our best hope for 
resuscitation. Rock's Andre Allen has just 
released a historical drama about the 
Haitian Revolution (it's called Uprize), and 
he's about to tie the knot with a reality-TV 
star, Gabrielle Union's Erica. He wanders 
New York with a Times reporter (Rosario 
Dawson), walking and talking, laughing 
and bickering, trying to suss out which 
elements of their conversation are typical 
star-vs.-journalist BS and which might 
actually be some kind of truth. Top Five 
moves fast and almost never lets up. Its 
jokes unfold in complex layers: They're 
rarely just race-related, or political, or 
connected to the universal needs and 
wants of human beings—often they're 
all three at once. Seeing it at the end 
of a crap week, I suddenly felt I could 
breathe again. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

pocket protector to save the world. 

Then imagine him as fat and sweet as a 
marshmallow. Meet Big Hero 6s Baymax, 
Disney's new cuddly champion: a wad¬ 
dling, inflatable health care companion 
who can sense your pulse, diagnose 
disease, and, if reprogrammed, kill. Our 
setting is San Fransokyo, a hybrid of 
California and Japan where everyone 
loves tech gadgets and sushi. (Whether 
the city is fictitious or simply the near 
future is up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro 
(Ryan Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art 
laboratory inventing marvels with other 
young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), 
a hellion with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, 
a geek who loves lasers; and Honey 
Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a girlie girl 
who knows her way around chemicals. 

To make engineers more awesome, the 
movie upgrades the gang into superhe¬ 
roes, which scrambles the message. An 
arsonist destroys Hiro's (admittedly not 
very long) life's work and accidentally 
offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his geek friends 
to set things right—and trains Baymax, 
his brother's kindly robot, with punches 
and kicks scanned from kung fu movies. 
Big Hero 6 veers from chipper to noisy 
to dark stretches where it grapples with 
adult-sized grief. Hiro isn't just a sweet 
moppet: He's full of rage and despair and 
ego. He needs Baymax to be his family, 
which means training him to fist-bump, 
and groaning when the robot runs out of 
battery and acts like a stumbling, slurring 
drunk—a moment that could have kids 
later suspiciously checking their own 


parents for a plug. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

DUMB AND DUMBER TO In the mid 

1990s, self-appointed cultural gatekeep¬ 
ers used to wield Peter and Bobby 
Farrelly's Dumb and Dumber as proof of 
the deterioration of film artistry. Those 
people hadn't, of course, actually both¬ 
ered to see the movie, and thus had no 
sense of its peculiar, sweet-spirited, 
un-toilet-trained brilliance. Times have 
changed, thank God, and today Dumb 
and Dumber is rightly considered a clas¬ 
sic, a number one deserving of a proper 
number two: In Dumb and Dumber To, Jim 
Carrey and Jeff Daniels return as Lloyd 
Christmas and Harry Dunne, best friends 
who share a few thousand brain cells, 
give or take, between them. But there's a 
vague sourness to Dumb and Dumber To, 
uncharacteristic of the Farrellys—even 
their Three Stooges movie, for all its eye¬ 
poking and nose-doinking, was filled with 
bratty affection. In Dumb and Dumber 
To, the moments that underscore Lloyd 
and Harry's devotion to each other feel 
overwritten and forced. The two spend 
more time dishing out sharp jabs to the 
nuts and semi-advertently killing off 
tropical birds than doing sweet stuff like 
smelling each other's farts—although 
there's a little of that, too. There are more 
than a few inspired gags, here, but Dumb 
and Dumber To is mostly just a kick in the 
nuts, and not the good kind—provided 
there is a good kind. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

Horrible Bosses 2 isn't terrible at all. It's 
looser, breezier, more confident than its 
predecessor. The first movie's big poke 
in the ribs was that Jennifer Aniston, 
America's sweetheart, was actually say¬ 
ing "cock" and "boner," a concept that 
was probably funnier when it was still just 
a concept. Aniston reappears here, hav¬ 
ing expanded her repertoire of things you 
shouldn't say in polite or even impolite 
company, but somehow she's funnier this 
time, not just in on the joke but integral 
to it. Horrible Bosses 2 riffs on the "What 
could possibly go wrong?" rhetoric that's 
as old as comedy itself. Everything that 
could does. Having freed themselves from 
the employers who'd squelched their joie 
de vivre in the first movie, Nick (Jason 
Bateman), Kurt (Jason Sudeikis), and Dale 
(Charlie Day) have launched their own 
business, but high-powered biz guy Bert 
Hanson (an endearingly sinister Christoph 
Waltz) cheats them. To retaliate, they 
hatch a plan to kidnap his grown son, 
hail-fellow-well-met asshole Rex (Chris 
Pine, who makes an excellent eyelash- 
fluttering boy-man sociopath). The film 
works because it's filled with curlicues 
rather than all-out gags. The three leads 
are less funny for big comedy moments 
than for just how they are: Their petty 
aggravations, their up-front eye rolling, 
their ludicrous malapropisms—not to 
mention their furtive communications via 
pink toy walkie-talkies—add up to a kind 
of mad, Three Stooges-style bonhomie. 
They can't get along with one another, 
but you can't imagine them apart. (R)

THE HUNGER GAMES: 

MOCKING JAY-PART 1 Mockingjay 
is where author Suzanne Collins' books 
go from solid to superlative. This is a 
story about ethical compromise where 
the heroine is willing to kill, and it asks 
its audience to recognize that even 
her allies are a little bit rotten—and to 
accept that maybe that's half-OK. Since 
Mockingjayhas been divvied up into 
two segments, this film is all about the 
buildup to war. Next year's installment 
will have most of the action—here, the 
battle is waged on TV. The narrative 
thrust is simply Jennifer Lawrence's 
Katniss shooting several pro-revolution 
commercials. But it works because we're 
fascinated by media fights—thousands 
occur online every day. A story beat 
where a lullaby that Katniss casually 
sings on camera ripples onward to 
become the chant of four dozen civilians 
marching toward their own massacre 
feels like both high-concept tragedy and 
the next evolution of #AlexFromTarget. 

Yet the film's fixation on Katniss means 
that we still aren't given a chance 
onscreen to explore Collins' elaborate 
world. Katniss keeps the film human— 
here, elevated to an icon, she looks away 
embarrassed when the District 13 crowd 
applauds her latest ad. Director Francis 
Lawrence keeps his camera close to star 
Jennifer Lawrence's sad eyes as she 
strides through the rubble Katniss has 
triggered. Many have died in her name, 
yet Mockingjay only occasionally shows 
us the corpses, charred wraiths whose 
exposed ribcages look like mouths 
screaming for liberty. Instead, the 
director pans to where the franchise's 
real war has always raged: Katniss' 
conscience. Since Jennifer Lawrence 
can say more with a chagrined side-eye 
than most actresses could with a page- 
long speech, it works. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 


PENGUINS OF MADAGASCAR 

Talking-animal spy comedy Penguins of 
Madagascar, a spin-off of talking-animal 
prison-break comedy Madagascar 
and its sequels, plays like a sampler of 
Dreamworks Animation's worst creative 
impulses: sugar-rush pacing, pandering 
meta-gags, and a slick, flavorless anima¬ 
tion style. These pervasive shortcomings 
make it impossible to enjoy this desper- 
ate-to-please film's two most distinctive 
assets: voice actors John Malkovich's 
and Benedict Cumberbatch's comically 
unhinged performances as the film's 
wet-blanket antagonists. Malkovich's 
Octavius Brine, a malevolent octopus, 
and Cumberbatch's Classified, an uptight 
wolf-cum-superspy, serve as comic foils 
for the hyperactive, happy-go-lucky pen¬ 
guin protagonists: bossy Skipper (Tom 
McGrath), level-headed Kowalski (Chris 
Miller), dimwitted Rico (Conrad Vernon), 
and nervous-nelly Private (Christopher 
Knights). Following these devil-may- 
care penguins' manic attempts to help 
Classified stop Brine from kidnapping 
penguins around the world is like being 
trapped on a runaway wooden roller 
coaster for 95 minutes. First Skipper 
and his group binge on junk food at Fort 
Knox. Then they flee from evil octopi in a 
Venetian gondola race. Then they crash- 
land in Hong Kong, and try to stop Brine 
from kidnapping local zoo penguins. 
Skipper's gang stumble around and 
needle both Classified and Brine with 
their monotonous quirks, like McGrath's 
fine-in-small-doses Captain Kirk-esque 
inflection and Knights' squeaky-toy stam¬ 
mer. It all just makes you want to root for 
the exasperated bad guys. (PG) Simon 
Abrams. Countywide. 

ROSEWATER During a 2009 Daily Show 
interview with Maziar Bahari, the 
Canadian-lranian journalist who, earlier 
that year, had been imprisoned in Iran 
for 118 days on espionage charges, 

Jon Stewart said, "We hear a lot about 
the banality of evil, but so little about 
the stupidity of evil." Or about its 
total humorlessness. Bahari had been 
arrested the previous June partly as the 
result of a Daily Show skit: Comedian 
Jason Jones, posing as the most phony- 
baloney spy imaginable, interviewed 
Bahari in a Tehran cafe just before a 
fraught and ultimately explosive election. 
Why was Iran so evil? Jones demanded. 
The perfect straight man, Bahari gave a 
response that was deflective, sensitive, 
and articulate. That didn't stop Iranian 
authorities from arresting him, using The 
Daily Show as proof that Bahari himself 
was a spy. We all know Stewart is a 
smart guy who's good at talking. What's 
surprising is how good he is at filmmak¬ 
ing. Stewart understands that even a 
story relying largely on dialogue, as this 
one does, also needs to be cinematic. As 
Bahari (Gael Garcia Bernal), pre-arrest, 
walks down a Tehran street, he thinks 
of his father and sister, both now dead: 
We see their images hazily reflected 
in windows he passes, ghosts brought 
vividly to life. Bernal gives a thoughtful, 
delicately calibrated performance, and 
he's funny, too. Rosewater doesn't take 
pains to remind us that some people 
are just culturally "different" and thus 
can't be held responsible for adhering 
to warped religious and political dogma. 
Instead, Stewart puts it pretty plainly: 
Some people are just idiots, and the stu¬ 
pidity of evil can kill you. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

Happy Homodays! 

Last Christmas I Gave You My Heart, But the Very Next Day You Said You Were Gay is 

a lowbrow ball of laughs

A ctors breaking character. A 

near lack of production values. 
Garishly over-the-top gay and 
Latino stereotypes. Yet, in spite 
of things that might make a theater purist 
or an ethnic-studies major chafe, Theatre 
Out’s annual Christmas show, Last Christ¬ 
mas I Gave You My Heart, But the Very 
Next Day You Said You Were Gay, works. In 
fact, one could argue it works because of 
the unpolished veneer and the ridiculously 
swishy characterizations. 

Written by Darcy Hogan, an actor/play- 
wright and a former fixture on the county’s 
storefront scene who escaped this backwa¬ 
ter burg for the cosmopolitan sophistica¬ 
tion of coastal Oregon, Last Christmas has 
a very simple plot, but really it’s an excuse 
to parody beloved Christmas standards. 
Rather than a Weird Al parody, something 
that deconstructs the original and trans¬ 
forms it into something entirely different, 
Hogan took the MAD Magazine route, tak¬ 
ing portions of existing tunes and tweaking 
the lyrics. 

The plot is an ersatz It’s a Wonderful Life, 
as Christopher (Julian Ronquillo), a flam¬ 
ing-gay elf, is dispatched to human land to 
try to give the hapless, pining Holly (Alexis 
Blythe Stansfield) her Christmas wish: a 
boyfriend. Holly lacks any sense of gaydar 
but has somehow managed to fall for every 
gay man in the great state of Nebraska. If 
Christopher can successfully set her up, 
he gets his jingle bells—whatever the hell 
those things do. 

Armed with campy passion, Christo¬ 
pher has two assistants for the job: Chico 
(Michael Gallardo), an equally flamboyant 
elf who traffics in nearly every Latino ste¬ 
reotype imaginable, from liking Menudo 
to drooling over horchata, and Judy (Laura 
DeLano), the handywoman of the crew, 
who does all the grunt work and tries her 
hardest to convince Holly that she might 
be gay. 

As Christopher tries to find Holly’s high- 
school sweetheart, math geek Barry (Dustin 
Thompson), the motley trio of elves sing, 
dance and school Holly about some of the 
holiday traditions that have been co-opted 
by Sean Hannity, Ann Coulter and the Tea 
Party. Santa Claus (played by Glenn Freeze 
in a late cameo) is a gay Jew. Every Christ¬ 
mas standard was originally a gay-themed 
song—“A Gay In the Manger,” “Angels 
We Have Heard Are Bi,” “The 12 Gays of 
Christmas.” And, most shocking to the 
sheltered, corn-fed Holly, there are more 
gay people in Nebraska than she ever could 
have imagined. 

It’s all shameless, campy fun, and while 
this production is a little rough around the

edges and actors tend to throw good lines 
away as often as they nail them, it’s still an 
enjoyable experience—even if it has the 
feeling of playing to the converted. Direc¬ 
tor David Carnevale has been involved 
since its initial production, some seven 
years ago, when Theatre Out was a gypsy 
company with no permanent home. What 
started as an off-color late-night show 
for OC’s only company that bills itself as 
LGBT is now an established mainstage 
presence, and it may need some touching 
up in terms of staging (such as blocking an 
early vignette so the audience can actually 
see the actors make their first entrances) to 
appeal to a wider audience. 

The two main selling points are Hogan’s 
clever lyrical changes—a particular favorite 
is Holly belting out “Frosty the Snowman” 
as “Find Me a Straight Man/One who’s 
ready to commit/My biological clock/needs 
a great big cock/Santa, holy fucking shit”— 
and the cast’s game efforts. All have fine 
voices and move well, and Stansfield’s Holly 
is particularly good at giving her shrinking 
violet some depth, while DeLano’s Judy is 
equally adept at mining as much funny out 
of her butch character as possible. 

While the emphasis is more on camp 
than serious social satire, there is still 
plenty that would offend the stick-up-the- 
butt crowd from many segments of the 


body politic. Militant gays may bristle at 
the oversexed flamboyance of Christopher. 
Chicanos may take issue with Chico’s for¬ 
mulaic stereotype. Hardcore feminists may 
quibble with Holly feeling less than fulfilled 
because she’s a 30-year-old female without 
a man in her life. And Christian fundamen¬ 
talists would choke on the indignation of 
bisexual angels and cherished Christmas 
traditions rendered through a gay prism. 

But there’s one thing that most self- 
important, self-righteous ideologues have 
in common: no sense of humor. And when 
you think about how so much has changed 
since this show was first produced—from 
legalized same-sex marriages in 35 states 
to athletes in major team sports coming 
out—it’s refreshing to see a gay-themed play 
that isn’t as concerned with promoting tol¬ 
erance and pushing a highly charged politi¬ 
cal agenda as it is with low-brow raunchy 
silliness. If history does repeat itself, first as 
tragedy and then as farce, then maybe the 
next step is the ability to laugh at the world 
at large and one’s place in it.

RECYCLED NECKTIE: For menfolk, con¬ 
sider splurging on the Sonic Fabric Neck¬ 
tie. It's made from 50 percent recycled 
cassette tape that the artist supposedly 
recorded on the streets of New York 
or someplace equally pretentious. The 
skinny ties are pretty sexy—and you can 
hear them, sonicfabric.com. 

WRAPPING: Brown paper bags or news¬ 
paper accented by twigs and baker's twine 
make for charming wrapping—just don't use 
OC Weekly (seriously, that ink will get all over 
your hands) or, probably, the OC Register, as 
that would require finding actual copies.

You Go, Girl! 

Meet Shannel, the hardest-working drag queen in OC

T he stairwell of Velvet Lounge 
in Santa Ana winds down into 
a basement that opens up to 
a dressing room, with wigs of 
every color lining the wall and sequins 
twinkling throughout the dimly lit space. 

A pair of oversized, feathered black boots 
demand attention as drag queens and staff 
filter in and out of the lower level. Bryan 
Watkins, founder and host of the Lipstick 
St Lashes Dinner and Drag show, sits at his 
vanity wearing a black hat and T-shirt. His 
piercing blue eyes are electric, despite hav¬ 
ing already done two performances in his 
four-show day. Resting his elbow on the 
corner of his cluttered dressing table, he 
asserts with diva-like conviction, “There’s 
an insane amount of drag in California, but 
nobody really does what we do.” 

Velvet Lounge’s Lipstick St Lashes is a 
full-scale production featuring a lineup 
as diverse as its clientele. Watkins hosts 
the show as Shannel, an irrevocably fierce 
diva who has headlined multiple shows 
in Las Vegas and appeared on the reality 
TV series RuPauVs Drag Race. Shannel 
serves as the common thread for Lipstick St 
Lashes, navigating a flurry of rhinestones 
and size-12 heels with bawdy charm and 
raunchy comebacks. The show doesn’t dis¬ 
criminate when it comes to song choices 
and characters, enlisting impersonations 
of Disney princesses, Broadway stars and 
Top 40 icons. Drag queens and their sex- 
kitten male dancers work the intimate 
venue for multiple performances five 


nights a week, sauntering into the crowd 
whenever possible. 

Props for the show range from Snow 
White’s wishing well to the Phantom of 
the Opera’s two-way mirror, and energy 
generally reaches a fever pitch during the 
naughty dance numbers. The show draws 
in a mixed crowd that can lead staff to 
seating a 21st birthday party next to a table 
of Red Hat Society members. What’s the 
secret behind drawing in such varied audi¬ 
ences to a drag show? Watkins believes 
it’s his revival of cabaret and the decline in 
accessibility for Vegas-style revues. 

“Now, so much of the ‘trashier’ side 
of drag has become more mainstream,” 
Watkins says. “I feel that by bringing 
in older characters and illusions such 
as Marilyn Monroe and Liza Minnelli, 
along with more contemporary artists, [it] 
encompasses more of a variety that I feel 
mainstream America gets and understands. 
That’s why I look at [Lipstick St Lashes] as 
cabaret- and Las Vegas-style because, in 
Vegas, you have to do what’s more compre¬ 
hensible for people.” 

While that may sound lofty for a drag 
show, Watkins’ approach seems to be 
working. Initially pegged for a four-week 
run, Lipstick St Lashes is riding a six-month 
wave of success and carries all of the risque 
glitz and glam that a drag production with 
a $30,000 price tag should. Watkins notes 
that the show is his brainchild, and his 
love for it is obvious. As for knowing what 
Vegas-caliber cabarets should include, 


Watkins’ resume speaks for itself. 

The seasoned drag queen and character 
illusionist performed as Boy George in 
CeeLo Green Is Loherace, starred in his own 
shows at the Rivera and Las Vegas Players 
Club, and narrowly missed an opportunity 
to host Cirque du Soleil’s Zumanity. The 
gigs in Las Vegas made Shannel a sought- 
after name, but it was landing the spot on 
RuPaul’s Drag Race that catapulted the 
character’s exposure. The competition 
earned Shannel a new fan base that lead to 
roles in the spin-off series RuPauVs Drag 
Race: All-Stars as well as Drag U. 

Watkins’ varied experiences gave him 
abroad perspective on drag, which ulti¬ 
mately lead to the inspiration for Lipstick 
St Lashes. “I feel, in the world of drag, as 
time has progressed and through watch¬ 
ing RuPauVs Drag Race, that the art form 
of female impersonation has changed so 
significantly. The type of drag that people 
now see as being spectacular is not the 
same as 10 years or 12 years ago, when it 
was about full glamour and larger-than-life 
hair and gowns and jewelry.” 

So how did the reality-TV starlet wind 
up in Santa Ana? Consider it a homecom¬ 
ing. Watkins was born in Long Beach and 
grew up in the Garden Grove area, and 
while he admits his travels across Amer¬ 
ica and abroad were exciting and adven¬ 
turous, schlepping ungodly amounts of 
wigs, gowns and overall fabulousness 
started to wear him down. He returned to 
Long Beach, and after a few years of per¬ 
forming at clubs across Southern Califor¬ 
nia, the owners of Velvet approached him 
about orchestrating a revue. He jumped 
at the chance to create a show on par 


with his grandiose vision. 

Although his overall lifestyle changed 
from traveling queen to cornerstone host¬ 
ess, Watkins admits that finding a base 
camp has given him a sense of relief. The 
show also gave him creative license over 
costuming, makeup and casting. Rubbing 
his eyes in the dressing room, fatigue 
seems to creep over the performer, but 
he shakes it off, looking up with alertness 
and fiery determination. While not all of 
his workdays last 14 hours and include 
four shows, he shares with a smile that he 
doesn’t mind spending the majority of his 
time at Velvet. Lipstick St Lashes is a labor 
of love that allows him to engage with a 
cast that he’s proud of, he says, as well 
as an opportunity to offer audiences his 
brand of drag. 

“You can sit in the audience and be gay, 
straight, whatever ethnicity, whatever age, 
whatever race and just be able to appreci¬ 
ate the artistry and love behind what we’re 
doing,” says Watkins. “I want people to 
be able to say, ‘I saw feathers; I saw rhine¬ 
stones. I saw Marilyn, comedy and Top 
40.’ I want it to be in people’s minds that if 
they want to see a great show, they want to 
come to see Lipstick St Lashes.”

Jhene Aiko wins with the hand she is dealt

S inger Jhene Aiko has had more 
than her share of setbacks and 
misfortune. When she was in 
second grade, her family’s house 
in South LA burned down. As a preteen, 
she says, no cliques accepted her because 
of her mixed ethnicity—which includes 
Japanese, Native American, Dominican, 
black and Jewish—so she asked to be 
home-schooled. At 20, she got pregnant, 
and two years ago, her brother died from 
brain cancer. 

But those circumstances haven’t pre¬ 
vented Aiko, now 26, from pursuing a 
singing career. In March 2011, she released 
a free mixtape, Sailing Soul(s). Spar¬ 
kling with ethereal R&B and her sweet, 
powdery-soft voice, it features both Drake 
and Kendrick Lamar. By the end of the 
year, she’d had meetings with all the major 
labels, and producer No I.D. asked her to 
be the first artist on his ARTium Record¬ 
ings label, distributed through Def Jam. 

For our meeting at the restaurant 
Vegan Glory, Aiko wore a slim tank dress 
over her tiny, delicate frame. (“It’s a chal¬ 
lenge for me just to find clothes that fit,” 
she says.) Sweeping aside her thick jet- 
black mane, she reveals tattoos of a Bible 
verse in Japanese and a Buddha on her 
back. She speaks with the calm assurance 
of a monk. 

The youngest of five, she grew up in a 
show-biz family in an area she and her 
friends term “Slauson Hills”—a block of 
houses in the Ladera-Baldwin Hills area. 
Her mother managed her older sisters in 
the group Gyrl; they were working with 
music manager/producer Chris Stokes. 
When he signed R&B boy band B2K to 
Epic, he looped in Aiko. “Everything 
B2K did, I was attached to, which was 
great ’cause they were big,” she says. Her 
voice was featured on their albums, she 
appeared in their videos, and she opened 
for them on tour. 


But by 16, she was unhappy with her 
situation, so she asked to be released from 
her contract so she could dedicate herself 
to her schoolwork. At the same time, she 
was drawn to the evangelical Foursquare 
Church. “One day, [during the altar call] it 
just spoke to me,” she says. “I just wanted 
a new start.” 

She got baptized. She enrolled in West 
Los Angeles College and started taking 
voice lessons—but then she got pregnant. 
“I was like, ‘Okay,’ pause, ‘being a mom 
isn’t as easy as I thought,”’ she recalls. “I 
wasn’t in any position to have a kid.” 

Yet less than two years after her daugh¬ 
ter’s birth, she enlisted producers the 
Fisticuffs to produce Sailing Soul(s). 

In September, Aiko released her debut 
album, Souled Out, via ARTium Record- 
ings/Def Jam. Selling 70,000 copies— 
double the number of her debut EP—it 
shot to No. 3 on the U.S. Billboard 200 and 
debuted at No. 1 on the U.S. R&B/Hip-Hop 
Albums and U.S. R&B Albums charts. Not 
bad for a concept album that focuses on the 
evolution of a woman’s heartbreak before 
becoming enlightened. Souled Out also 
solidifies Aiko’s grasp on a mix of psyche¬ 
delic- and electronic-infused R&B. Despite 
the fervor over the young songstress, she 
knows the ability to keep a level head is key. 

“I don’t have expectations, I guess,” she 
says. “[My family] have always [been like] 
that movie A Series of Unfortunate Events: 
The moment is the only thing that’s real. 

If you can’t be happy in this moment, you 
can’t be happy.” 

She flicks her wrist, and another tat¬ 
too becomes visible. It says, “Why aren’t 
you smiling?”

A$E High 

I nside a small Costa Mesa home studio, clouds 
from burning incense and blunts gather toward 
the ceiling. The thump of a beat in its Beta stages 
causes the cozy walls to rattle with bass. Pro¬ 
ducer Asem Pria, a.k.a. Chris Perez, and rapper 
Tony Santana sit back, casually bobbing their 
heads near the pulsing speakers. Their skin looks 
discolored, thanks to the glow from a computer 
screen. Together, they're the most essential parts 
of the A$E (Always Staying Eminent) Squad. 
Though Santana is still netting feedback from his 
debut mixtape, Eminent, which was nine months 
in the making, he's now working on the second 
installment of The A$E Tape. The 19-year-old 
cites as inspiration the success of other rappers 
and, more specifically, early-morning calls to Pria 
for studio sessions. 

"Nah, we don'ttake no breaks," Santana says 
in response to the duo's refusal to come up for 
air in between projects. Pria notes that there 
were already three songs on the upcoming tape 
before Santana dropped Eminenton Nov. 7. As 
Santana and Pria answer questions, they bounce 
responses off each other as if they're twins. But 
the partners are quite different, personality-wise. 
Pria, the beat maker and engineer, carries more 
bass in his voice, while Santana's diction is much 
more melodic, with a twang akin to rappers on 
the charts right now. 

That swagger, a staple in the mainstream rap 
community, separates Santana (his last name is an 
homage to his hometown) from many other nota¬ 
ble rappers in the local scene, as OC is still known 
for producing a more old-school, underground 
hip-hop sound. He gravitates toward artists such 
as Kendrick Lamar and Kanye West, two pretty 
reliable benchmarks of greatness these days. On 
Thanksgiving, Santana received some advice on 
improving his bars via a Twitter exchange with 
MTV pundit Rob Markman, who tookthe time to 
offer wisdom to the young wordsmith. 

"He just gave me some tips on howto get bet¬ 
ter and whatnot," Santana says, leaving out the 
details the hip-hop journalist had for him. Mark-

man implored the Mater Dei graduate to be more 
personal and add more detail in his music. 

"I'm just introducing myself to people, so, 
like, once they get to know me, you know, I'll be 
more personal with them, but for now, it's like an 
introduction," Santana explains. Surely bits and 
pieces of his life story as a son of Syrian immi¬ 
grants living in OC will play into his storytelling 
on future tracks. Santana says that growing up 
different from most of the kids around him meant 
that he spent a lot of time alone. Overtime, he 
used social isolation to build on his creativity. 

"You could do more with being alone in a 
room, like write freely and express my rhymes out 
loud," he says. "And you could rap in front of the 
mirror without feeling weird and shit, like some¬ 
bodywatching you." 

When Santana isn't trying to lay down tracks, 
he's at Orange Coast College studying biology, 
though he admits he doesn't see himself doing 
anything other than music for a living. He looks 
to further immerse himself in his artistry; Pria 
recently helped Santana set up Logic Pro X and 
some essential hardware, so Santana could start 
recording vocals and making beats of his own. 
Santana is determined to put the A$E Squad on the 
map. And in the process, maybe they could even 
afford to stack their deck with some new talent. 

'We're just trying to expand, honestly," Santana 
says. "I don't just want rappers. I want singers; I 
want other producers. I want a full-on team. Even 
though us two is perfect, the more you expand, you 
get all these different fan bases fuckin' with you."
